Michael Goldwater, 24, 
youngest son of Republi- 
can presidential hopeful 
Barry Goldwater, touched 


‘down on the Omaha Uni- 
versity campus Tuesday on - 


his whirlwind goodwill tour 
of the nation’s colleges and 
universities. 

Goldwater, who has 
spoken to numerous Young 
Republican groups during 
his father’s campaign, -was 
greeted by an estimated 150 
high school and college stu- 


dents in the Administration - 


Building auditorium. YRs 
blamed the time changes 
for the disappointing num- 
ber of OU students present. 

Goldwater, looking  surpris-+ 
ingly like one of the Kennedy 
clan, said be became involved, in 
his father’s campaign before his 
father won the -GOP nomina- 
tion. : 

“Ym not campaigning just to 
help my father,” he said. “His 
principles are my principles and 
Y’m campaigning for what I be- 
lieve in.”

Goldwater predicted that the

He urged young persons to 
become interested in politics 
even though some have charged 
that politicians are crooked. 

“Get into politics and clean 
it up,” he challenged. “Young 
people today are looking at, the 
situation in Washington and not 
liking it. -That’s why more 
young persons are becoming in- 
terested in politics.” 

He said his climatic moment 
of the campaign “will be on Jan. 
20th in Washington when I. see 
the, look on Chief Justice Earl 
Warren as he swears my dad 
in.” 

Goldwater held a press con- 
ference prior to his speech, in 
which he stated he was not wor- 
ried about pre-election polls 
which give President Johnson a 
large lead over his. father, He 
said this has been a bad year for 
the poll takers and cited the 
New Hampshire, Qregon and 
California primaries as exam- 
ples of mistakes the polls had 
made. ;

Apathy is the only word that can describe the poor 
turnout of OU students at migration this past weekend. 

At best, the university was represented by no more 
than 30 students when the Indians went against Morn- 
ingside and played to a 13-12 win. (Our count of 30 does 
not include the team, the official traveling party with 
the team, the band, nor the corps of sports writers | cov- 
ering the game.) 

Until three years ago this type of turnout could be 
expected. Without a winning team since 1957, OU fans 
had little to cheer about. 

But then came hard-hitting Al Caniglia with a limit- 
ed budget. He not only had a ball club that was in the 
cellar, but was also faced with the prospect of the ad- 
ministration outlawing sports on campus (especially foot- 
ball). 

In four years Caniglia whipped the Indians into a 
team sporting a 23 win, six loss, one tie record in ad- 
dition to a trip and win in the All Sports Bowl in Okla~ 
homa City, Okla., in 1962. 

Sad to say student interest has not grown with Al 
Caniglia’s team. As a matter of fact, all indications 
point to a loss of interest. 

Checking the record we find about 250 students at- 
tended the OU-Washburn :game at Topeka, Kans., in 
1962. (Topeka is about 180 miles south of Omaha.) In 


1968, an estimated 200. students attended: the OU-Em- | 
poria tangle at Emporia, Kans. (Emporia i is. roughly 210 : 


miles south of: Omaha.) |

Micro-Electronics Explained 


For the first time in the Oma- 


-ha area the values of micro- 


electronics will be explained by 
a visiting physicist from the 
North American Co. 

Being sponsored jointly by 
the: Omaha-Lincoln senior 
branch and student branch of 
the Institute of Eleetrical and 
Electronics Engineers, the 
speech will be given by Dr. 
Frank Isles Thursday at 7:15 
p.m. in room 101 of the Applied 
Arts building. 

Physics dept. head Prof. John 
G. MeMillan explained that 
through the use of micro-elec- 


tronics, it is possible to put. 


2500 transistors on the size of 
a postage stamp. He went on 
to say that this field makes pos- 
sible a tremendous saving in 
weight and volume in missile 
electronics and satellites. 

According to McMillan, this 
is a rapidly advancing field and 
more people will become more 
aware of it as it: becomes avail- 
able for general use.

Omaha’s battered Indians take 


’ to the road again tomorrow for 


a Homecoming duel with pass 
minded Bradley at Peoria, I)- 
linois. The 2:00 game is the 
eighth meeting between the two

Coach Billy Stone’s Braves 
hold a 4-8 edge, but OU pasted

The: Braves ‘are 3-1 with a 
single oss to Western Illinois 
and wins over Ilinois State, 
Butler and Wisconsin at Mil- 
waukee.
